Local  Option. 

Til**  ultra  friends  of  temperance, 
realizing  t)H’  im|«»HHibility  of  securing 
a  pfobibitonr  law,  are  urging  upon 
the  legislature  the  adoption  of  a  local 
option  law  It  in  uatural  that  they 
Kbouhl  faA  -r  tin-  form  of  Uni J -  ranee 
legwlatioa.  I/--al  option  »*  in  fact 
prohibition*  in  Hjot*-  In  or«ler  to  en 
force  these  extreme  tein|ierance  laws 
resort  must  la*  hail  to  the  courts,  with 
their  machinery  of  judges,  Junes  ami 
officer*.  Such  a  resort  fa  everywhere 
fptal  to  the  success  of  the  law. 

The  experiment  has  l*een  tried 
again  and  again.  In  Kansas,  with  a 
large  rural  imputation,  and  uo  city  of 
a  jiopulatioD  greater  than  30,000  it 
has  not  lieeit  a  success.  One  of  the 
leading  prohibitionists  of  that  State, 
Colonel  1>.  11.  An  thorn ,  at  the  repub 
lican  convention,  held  in  Tojieka,  Kan 
M.IS,  1886,  offer  til  this  resolution, 

lies* >1  veil :  “That  the  present  prohibi¬ 
tory  law  should  be  amended  to  provide 
for  the  seizure  of*  the  offending  ele¬ 
ment,  the  intoxicating  liquors,  by 
legal  action  similar  to  proceedings 
.against  smuggled  goods  under  the 
i  krvvs  uf.  the  United  States,  and  by 
such  other  legislation  as  will  ensure 
the  certain  and  complete  enforcement 
of  the  law,  aud  the  protection  to  the 
lives  and  property  of  our  citizens. 
After  offering  this  resolution,  Colonel 
Anthony  read  the  following  paper, 
which,'  he  said,  was  written  by 
abler*) n tell eet  than  the  legal  minds  in 
this  convention :  “The  policy  of  pro¬ 
hibition  is  imbedded  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  placed  there  by  or  with  the 
consent  of  the  republican  party,  and 
that  party,  so  long  as  it  shall  control 
State  policy,  will  be  held  responsible 
for  its  success  or  failure.  It  cannot 
if  it  wanted,  escape  this  responsibility, 
and  when  required  to  face  it,  as  it 
will  be  at  the  approaching  elation,  it 
slmulij  do  so  in  a  spirit  of  fairness 
and  cAudor  to  the  end,  that  wise 
counsels  shall  prevail,  and  temperate 
action  be; taken.  While  it  is  conceded 
that  a  large  majority  of  republicans 
iu  the  State  are  in  favor  of  the  en- 
foiijement  of  l  lie  prohibitory  constitu¬ 
tional  amendment,  it  must  at  the  same 
time  lie  admitted  by  every  fair-minded 
man,  that  the  plan  of  enforcement 
adopted  by  the  legislature  iu  1881, 
with  th<-  supplementary  legislation  of 
1885,  has  not  beeu  a  complete  success. 
That  attimpt  was  necessarily  experi¬ 
mental,  i tint  rxjH-riwe,  the  moat 
tryiny  of  all  tests,  has  demonstrated 
that,  in  localities  where  the  eril  souyht 
to  he  remedied  is  most  yiyuntic,  th 
/Jan  ado} Jed  has  si  y /tally  failed. 
Whatever  the  zealous  may  say  uj/on 
.  the  subject,  it  is  a  }/at>  nt  fact  that  the 
p resent  law  is  not  en furred  in  its 
s/drit,  txetpt  in  loe, dities  where  pub~ 
lir  sentiment  is  so  oi'erwhehuinyly  in 
floor  of  pridiihition  that  any  law 
ujton  t/y  subject  is  scarcely  necessary." 
Then  follows  a  recommendation  that 
some  change  in  the  law  be  made,  end- 
’  ing  with  this  sentence :  “A  court, 
however  ardent  a  prohibitionist  the 
judge  may  be.  is  absolutely  jiowerless 
to  enforce  the  prohibitory  law,  with 
the  present  jury  system,  iu  an}*  com¬ 
munity  w  here  a  large  proportion  of 
those  eligible  to  jury  duty  are  opposed 
h>  the  enforcement.”  Here  ‘is  the 
.  gist  of  the  whole  matter.  However 
good  the  law  ljiiiv  be,  it  must  neces¬ 
sarily  fail,  when  public  sentiment  is 
op] n wed  to  its  enforcement,  because 
no  jun  can  lie  obtained  which  shall 
not  contain  some  enemy  of  the  law. 
Even  when  convictions  are  secured, 
the  liumlicr  of  those  breaking  the  law 
is  so  great  as  to  f completely  clog  the 
courts  and  till  the  jails  to  overflowing. 
As  to  the  practical  results  of  a  pro¬ 
hibitory  law  in  Maine,  we  have  the 
following  from  a  letter  of  Neal  Dow, 
published  in  the  Portland  Ary  ns  of 
Keptembtr  3d,  188b:  “For  many 
years  we  liavp  applied  to  the  republi¬ 
can  legislatures  for  such  additions  to 
the  law  as  experience  Inis  shown1  to  be 
necessary,  but  we  have  lieen  abso¬ 
lutely  refused  or  put  ofTby  insufficient 
and  insignificant  measures.  The  con¬ 
sequence  is  that  the  volume  of  the 
liquor  traffic  has  not  lieen  reduced 
within  the  last  twenty  years.”  This 
after  thirty  years’  experience.  In 
Rhode  Island,  the  ease  is  no  better. 
For  a  short  time  it  was  difficult  to  buy 
liquor,  but  Dow  intoxicating  beverages 
“  can  lie  procured  in*atiy  quantity  and 
in  any  locality  without  much  trouble 
or  secrecy.”  This  is  given  on  the 
authority  <»f  the  Providence  Journal. 
If  such  is  the  result  of  prohibitory 
laws  iu  other  States,  how  much  can 
lie  expected  from  their  enactment  in 
a  limited  form  in  local  option  laws  in 
New  Jersey  *  If  it  ye  re  attempted 
to  close  the  1,300  saloons  of  Newark 
by  such  legislation,  how  many  infrac¬ 
tions  of  the  law  would  there  lie  in  a 
single  wo  k  ?  If  the  courts  were  to 
give  their  whole  time  to  tlieir  trial, 
how  many  could  l«e  reached  within  a 
similar  time?  How  many  convictions

Thus  the  nobles  retired 
to  the  react*  the  battle,  and  in  the  pay 
of  the  Fifteenth  century  princes  half 
iruicd  light  cavalry  appeared,  doing  real 
service,  I  mtj requiring  time  to  obtain  any 
pr.  -tige.  Tie  knights  did  not  lean! 
tjheir  lesson,|  but  went  on  making  armor 
heavier,  to  Resist  the  effects  of  powder. 
They  had  a  momentary  success  at  For- 
novo,  but  at  Marignano  and  Ravenna  the 
8wiss  and  Spanish  infantry  handled  them 
roughly,  while  Pavia  proved  tlieir  inef¬ 
ficiency  to  q.11.  It  seemed  to  them  ter¬ 
rible  that  Such  a  knight  as  Bayard 
should  have  pis  back  broken  by  a  pinch 
of  powder  and  a  shot  from  a  common 
soldier:  but  Uie  change  had  to  come. 
We  find  the  buff  boot  on  the  gentlemen 
who  chargetl  at  Ivry.  and,  in  spite  of 
Louis  XJII.  armor  in  his  reign  degener¬ 
ated  into  a  gala  costume.— Scribner’s 
Magazine.

Wherever  mini's  are  found 
canned  goods  are  indispensable.  The 
world  has  grown  larger  by  means  of  it — 
and  healthier  and  wealthier  and  wiser. 
And  yet  but  a  fqw  years  ago  such  a  thing 
would  have  beeu  thought  impossible. —

How  Seedless  Raisins  Are  Crown. 

•‘What  is  a  ‘seedless’  raisin,  and  how 
is  it  produced?’’  was  asked  of  an  im¬ 
porter  of  fruits.  *  ‘The  next  time  you  eat 
a  piece  of  mi: see  pie,”  he  replied,  “you 
will  find  the  seedless  raisin  in  it,  if  the 
‘meat’  has  In  dn  properly  niade.  It  is  a 
6mallish,  cream  colored  fruit,  about  the 
size  of  a  goo-cherry,  and  is  used  with  an 
unbroken  skin.  It  comes  from  Smyrna 
and  is  called  the  ‘^Sultana.’  It  is  grown 
seedless  simply  by  arresting  one  of  the 
laws  of  nature.  When  the  grape  is 
about  half  ripe  the  end  of  the  vine  is 
bent  and  buried  in  the  ground.  This 
prevents  the  formation  of  seed  and  the 
full  development  of  the  fruit,  but  it 
ripens  nli  tin*  same  and  has  a  delicious 
flavor.” — Philadelphia  Times.
